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b. Further clarification of 
the seemingly suspicious behavior 
of the Cannaregio Tuesday indicates 
it reflected a navigation problem 
caused by fog. The barges reported 
alongside were there for bunkering. 
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3. Common Market- a. EEC officials are saying 

US that US insistence on interim 

guarantees of continued access to 
EEC markets for American agricul- 
tural exports could result in the 
indefinite postponement of trade 
and tariff negotiations under the 
Trade Expansion Act. They argue 
that US inflexibility on this point 
may lead other countries to assert 
preconditions or may be used by 
’'certain” groups in the EEC as an 
excuse not to proceed with the ne- 
gotiations.

5. Somali Republic a. The Prime Minister, reluc- 

tant to lose British aid, evidently 
would like to delay announcing the 
formal break with the UK approved 
yesterday by Parliament. However, 
he would be risking political suicide 
unless there were further British 
concessions affecting the status of 
the bordering district of Kenya. 
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b. The fever in Mogadiscio 
will rise even higher when it is 
learned that two Ethiopian battalions 
in the Congo are slated for recall — 
to a largely Somali-inhabited area. 

c. The US Embassy has reports 
of increasing pressure on the govern- 

/ ment to "seek arms anywhere" in 
order to counter British and Ethio- 
pian power in the area. 



6. USSR-Iraq 



a. There has been a further 
cooling of relations between Baghdad 
and Moscow. Yesterday, the Iraqi 
Embassy in Moscow, was treated to 
the first-ever protest demonstration 
staged against a "non-aligned" embassy. 

b. We have heard of more Iraqi

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8. Congo a. Ambassador Gullion reports 

some disturbing deductions: less 

than a quarter of the known Katangan 
gendarmerie, less than half of its 
arms, and only a small part of its 
vehicles have been accounted for; 
its radio net still functions.

b. Nasir's clandestine radio 
yesterday broadcast an attack on 
the new Syrian regime and a call 
for immediate restoration of the 
Egypt ian-Syrian union. 

c. Syrian military authorities, 
probably fearing that pro-Nasir de- 
monstrations might snowball, on Wed- 
nesday refused to permit the return 
from Cairo of five exiled Syrians 
who had been cabinet ministers in 
the union.
